, ihc belief, and aims of tlie day. Governor Lcn Small has 
wt aside the peri.Kl from October 7 to October 1 ) as 
"Fire Preventmn Vi'eek." 

V'hen one considers that Illinois contrib 
^^2 to the national fire waste last year 
the public becomes nwrc interested in a constructive 
program. In the proJamaiior. for "lire Prevention 
Week." it i^explained that property destroyed l.y tire .s 
a net loss. Insurance does not back the property, but 
»iinply reimburses the owners. Jt tomes out of thr 
p«Kkets of the public who pays the premiums. There- 
fore, should not the public be vitally interested in reduc- 
ing losses? Recalling, however, that lt)4 persons in this 
•tate last year lost their lives through fire, and thir 
many more were injured or maimed, the fire prevention 
program looms with still greater importance. 

The proclamation aski that at this time heating plants 
and flues be cleaned out and rubbish burned; that elec 
trical wiring .ind gas connections arc checked for h.iz. 
ards, and that gasoline, oils, paints, varnishes, and similar 
inflammables are safely stored. 

Everyone should co-operate to make fire Prevention 
Wi-ek wonh-while-to make it mean something instead 
of "just another proclamation. '
